Taylor 
was drinking and as soon as the darky 
entered the aCoce, he followed and re- 
■MRad ttM Umtbia bf eontng the ne- 
gro, making threats, etc. Mr. Ho- 
vious, who conducts the store, asked 
him not to aiaka traubla in hia booae. 
This infuriated Taylor and he picked 
up a weiglit, as thougli he was going 
to throw it. but Instead he laid it 
down. He then stepped up to Hovious 
and struck liim in the mouth with his 
fist. HoTious remarked, "Charley.' 
you should not have struck me," walk- 
ing behind hia counler as soon as he 
had made the remark, l^ylor con- 
tinued to use abusive language, and 
remarked: "No d — m man can put 
me out of this store.'' At tliis junc- 
ture Hovious reached for his gun, a 
single barrel shot gun, and fired at 
Taylor. The contents entered his 
right shoulder and left breast. He 
lingered until 8 o'clook when he died, 
physicians 4aiBf all Itaf eenld for 
him.

efficient school system. The biggest 
single thing they can do Is to take 
the system out of politics. The 
next higgest t^ing is to allow 
the superintendent to sncced him- 
self, if he has shown that jio < an really 
do constructive work. No one wishes 
the child-life or the state hampered or 
hurt by their having, poor schoolhouses 
or a weak system. The Superintendent 
is not to blame because he Is abso- 
lutely tied hand and foot by the Con- 
stitution of Kentucky. If he is set 
free, both the taaan and the system will 
be placed in a position io do real work 
for the school children of the state.

Reclaiming Old Gold. 

To .sell scrap gold to the United 
States mint it mast l>e rtdaced to al- 
most pure gold or about 24 carat, aayi 
the Keystone. Melt Oie Jank and roU 
h Into very thin sheets. Place t^ieia 
la a bowl, ko that the iMetes will not 
lie t<^etber and i^our coemlcally pure 
nitric add over them. Tbla- wiU aepa* 
rate tbe gold from 4be base metal, tba 
latter being dissolved and the gold 
forming' a powder on the bottom of tbe 
vessel. ' After this powder baa formed 
poor oft the add, pat water Into tbe 
Tessel, and shake w^ after whidl al- 
low It to settle, then poor off tbe water. 
Repeat this washing several times to 
clean the powder of acid. Allow th6 
powder to dry, and pnt It ia a cmcilila 
with aomo flos— pearlaah or HeiulMa- 
tte of soda, Kelt it into a lamp in the 
bottom of ttie cmdble. Tbia wHl be 
almost fine gold, bat not abaolntaly 
ptov. WliQe meitiBK, bt careful not ta 
f-'Mils t1>s fnmiia aa llis riiiBaiai% ai Id 
tibt eanaot be waslied eat la la 
totbaiBiigB.
